Tt was oo old saying, but never more truo 
than of fate, that the metal market is a reliable 
barometer of trade. During the pxat two yor

recorda, This onormous trade has only ‘been 
possible by the means of transit suppliod by 
sbipping, but it is unfortunately the fact that 
chipping hasbeen the indostry that hos least 
benefited by this activity. This practical Josson 
ought to impress itself upoo shipowners, who 
appear to kava boon slow to realiae the fact Ghat 
over anpply of tonnage an? want of cohesion in 
fixing froights have prevented tholr reaping 
the benefit they abould-have derived from the 
great volume of trade thet has been passing. 
Tho year commenced with. shipbuilders batter 
employed than they are to-day, thors hava been 
few orders givon during the past six months 
for ordinary cargo steamers, Tho high: price 
of material canses buildera'to require prices on 
contracts that owners of cargo steamers cannot 


follow. It will takelong to approach equalising | 


supply and demand in tonnage, but the cessation 
of ordora is all in the right direction, The 
Contracts of the half-year have been mostly for 
regular liners, specialities such ¢ oil oariors and 
important orders from forcign liner owners. 
Tho Haor isnow encroaching so much into the 
tramp steamor's trade, by taking cargo from 
several ports to mors thar one portof discharge, 
that the addition of such tonnage cannot now 
ba viewed in the sama light asia the past, bat 
is becoming a gorious competition in market 
froights. 

It is not very useful for comparison to give 
the half-year dotaile of production, tonnage 
building, oto, a8 such are to a great oxtent, 
carrying forward of onlers given in tho 

revious year. Buch etatistios are therefore 

leferrat to my report issued at the beginning 
of the New Yaar. 

Prices of ready steamers, now and second-hand, 
aro practically the amo os at the end of last 
year. Tho poor rates of freight current, in- 
creased cost of coal, high wages of seamen and 
of labour discourage bayors nnd make eales more 
diffcult. : 

Bteol ship plates are now £7 10s. per ton, 
whioh was the price at the end of last year, 
although in January a lita mora was demanded, 
Probibly tho markst is a little firmor to-day 
than it was in Decomber last. The high price 
doos not ayise from shipbuilding orders bat from 
the demand from abroad, ospscially America, 
and also at home for raw matsrial In conaequence 
of the aclivs trade in railwoy and building plant. 

Coal has been high throaghont the half-year, 
best staam coal in Walesa touched 20s, in Fe- 
bruary, and is now 19s, and in the Tye bas 
advanced from 12+, 6d, in January to l4s, Ga, 
now ourrent. ‘The prices of coal are higher also 
in Now South Wales, India and all foreign 
stations, and exceptionally high on the West 
Coast of America, 

Labour. troubles have been numerous more 
especially abroad ainca tha commencement. of 
the year continuing the had record. of the 
provions yoar. Strikes provide andesirab'o 


ing and diecharging although minimising 
the over supply of tonuoge, but the iojary to 
trade, generally and to the workmon thom- 
selves is incatoutable. There have. been strikes 
of Iabourers at New. York, which, it ia stated, 
canged some of the regular liners to have , to 
bring cargo back to England and tle Coati. 
nent, being unable to discharge such in “fine 
for the stoamors to sail on their advertised 
dates. This strike after many weeke endod as 
usual in the:men retaroing to work on the 
old terms, Strikes of offlcers and seamen of 
German, atesmera, of workmen in German 
shipbuilding yards, of stevedoyas’ mon in Hum- 
burg, the latter neceasitated men to be sent 
from, England—of seamen in French ships 
and algo [talion stoamers—~Dock labourara at 
Trieste gnd Rotterdam—Co1] labourers at Port 
Said—Railwaymen and other labourers ia South 
Aovrica . At-home the Engineers’ demand 
for an inorease in wages appears likely to be 
withdrawo, It isto be hoped for the means’ 
sake they will bo content with their present 
good-esrnings, for it seems impossible for 


the very moderate prospoot of new orders to 
concede end increase, ‘ 

Combinations continue to extend amongat 
shipbiilding and s.ipowoing conceros, The 
combining of interest of Messrs, - Harland and 
Wolff, Limited, of Belfast, and Mogsrs, John 
Brown aut Co,, Limited, of Clydebank and 
Shofiield, otc., ote., will doubtless be comprehen- 
sive of every featare of complete shipbuilding, 
either of morchant ships.or armoured warships. 
Tn shipowaing, combinations have been made by 
owners of British liner tonnage, and the same 
has bven elopted amongst German Companies 
and by American Com panies principally engaged 
in local services. j 

Sinze.‘tho commencement of the year tho 
freight wax batweon British Compavies and a 
German Company trading with [ndia has 
terminated. During the half year.s Shipping 
Conference between the. represeutatives of the 
United Kingdom, Australia and New Zealand 
hes been held in London, and, a6 far es can be 
judged, does not appear to have rogalted in any 
arrangement that will make tho Colonial trede 
moro attractive-to Briti-h shipowners, At thia 
Conference one of the Colonial representatives 
aud our Chancellor of the Bxch-quor sug zested 
the removing or the reducing of Suez Canal 
dusa to be an object worth aiming at. This 
question should certainly ba aimed at very 
straight, the dues boing sach a heavy burden. 
In my report of lst January, 1906, the followiag 
remarks aro mado on thie queation.; “ Ctis an 
Toternational question that deserves attention, 
‘whothor sach abighway having repvid its cost 
with liberal interest, shonld continus to be a 
Joint Btock 25 per cent. profit-earning enter- 
price or follow the rule with all highways, 
and become free of tall, anbject to provision fur 
expenses of upkeep,” 

The half-year hes witnessed tho passing by 
our Porliament of an Act to iuclade Sesmen 
under the Workmon’s Componsatiou Act enteail- 
ing an additional heavy ch irge on British vessels, 
and thas incressiog the disadvantage our ships 
work under as compared with foreign vessels. 
Increased expense of werking our ships has 
also buen added by an amondment of the Mer- 
chant Shipping Act, involving fastidious’ 
bardons in regard to provisioning of crews. 

Freights. ‘The half-year o ned better than 
it closes, and outward rates have advanced in 
consequence mainly of the decrease in homeward 
rates, sud algo influenced by great delays in 
discharging abroad. Detantion hos arisen at 
our coal ports by the facilities for loadiag being 
insdequate for the ninch gr ater length -of 
modorn steamers.
